Janet.  How  long  have  you 
been  dressing? 

A:  Since  I was  5 or  6.  I started 
early.  Tm  37,  so  I've  been 
dressing  for  about  30  years.  I 
only  started  dressing  in  public  3 
years  ago  though. 

Q:  How  did  it  start? 

A:  As  a kid  I was  fascinated  with 
my  mother's  nightgowns.  The 
feel  was  great.  I began  to  secretly 
try  them  on  and  would  become 
very  excited.  I slowly  tried  on 
other  things  of  hers,  as  I got  the 
chance,  and  when  I was  old 


enough  and  earning  my  own 
money  I began  getting  things  of 
my  own. 

Q:  At  that  stage,  it's  common  to 
think  yourself  strange,  even 
with  the  exciting  sensations.  Did 
you  consider  yourself  strange 
then? 

A:  No.  Not  at  all.  I knew  it 
wasn't  the  “normal”  thing  to  do 
for  a young  boy,  but  I didn't  feel 
strange  or  perverse  at  all.  It  felt 
remarkably  good.  I never  had 
any  guilt  feelings  about  it  at  all. 

Q:  What's  your  attitude  now? 


A:  Exactly  the  same.  Although 
now  I'm  just  that  much  more 
relaxed  and  comfortable  about 
it.  I have  no  inhibitions  about 
my  dressing.  My  attitude  is 
simple.  Dressing  is  fun  and 
appealing  to  me.  You  can  call  it  a 
hobby  if  you  like.  And  I honestly 
don't  care  what  people  think.  I 
enjoy  it  and  that's  what  counts. 

Q:  How  often  do  you  dress? 

A:  It  depends  on  my  schedule. 
Usually  once  or  twdce  a week. 
And  I really  don't  dress  up  just  to 
be  at  home  anymore.  I guess  I'm 
beyond  that.  If  you  can  pass  in 
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public  then  that  is  the  great 
enjoyment.  If  I'm  going  to  get 
dressed  then  I'm  also  going  to  go 
out  and  enjoy  myself. 

Q:  Do  many  people  know?  Do 
you  share  your  dressing  with 
anyone? 

A:  Not  really  share  it,  no.  A few 
people  I deal  with  for  my  wigs, 
make  up  and  electrolysis  know, 
but  none  of  my  close  friends. 
There's  really  no  point  in  telling 
them,  as  far  as  I'm  concerned. 

Q:  Obviously  you  are  not 
closeted.  Do  you  go  out  very 
much,  dressed? 

A:  I go  out  about  once  a week.  I 
can  pretty  much  go  anywhere 
now.  I've  been  to  fancy 
restaurants  in  Beverly  Hills, 
plays,  shows,  most  of  the 
shopping  malls  in  my  area  and 
quite  a few  night  clubs. 

Q:  Any  unique  experiences  while 
you're  out  on  the  town  like  this 
that  you'd  like  to  share  with  us? 

A:  I've  had  several  interesting 
experiences,  but  the  one  that 
really  stands  out  happened  last 
year  at  Halloween.  I dressed  up 
early  so  I could  go  out  shopping 
and  have  dinner  before  driving 
to  work.  I'm  a musician  in  a top 
40  band  and  our  gig  was  about  50 
miles  from  where  I live.  The  idea 
of  being  “dressed”  for  work 
could  be  explained  away  as  a 
Halloween  costume. 

On  the  way  to  the  club  the 
freeway  came  to  a dead  stop 
suddenly.  Nothing  new  for  L.A. 
traffic,  but  this  time  it  was  a 
total  stand  still.  I worked  my 
way  off  the  freeway,  trying  to  by- 
pass the  problem  and  then  went 
up  an  on  ramp,  on  the  shoulder, 
because  of  the  still  backed-up 
cars.  At  the  top  of  the  ramp  was  a 
policeman,  waiting  for  me  to  tell 
me  what  I was  doing  was  illegal, 
and  he  also  said  that  the  reason 


for  the  traffic  jam  was  because 
there  was  a SNIPER  up  ahead! 
They  had  blocked  off  the 
freeway  to  traffic  in  that  area. 
The  policeman  reprimanded  me 
for  driving  the  shoulder  but 
didn't  give  me  a ticket  and  for 
the  next  hour  and  a half  I sat  in 
my  car,  fully  dressed  to  kill,  with 
all  kinds  of  people  out  of  their 
cars  standing  around.  A lot  of 
them  talked  to  me,  saying  how 
great  I looked.  Even  the  cop 
thought  I looked  nice. 


I finally  got  to  the  gig,  about 
an  hour  late.  Nobody  knew  who  I 
was  and  when  I introduced 
myself  to  the  guys  in  my  own 
(band  their  eyes  almost  fell  out  of 
their  heads.  They  kept  looking  at 
me  and  shaking  their  heads  in 
disbelief.  The  DJ,  who  played 
records  at  the  club  between  our 
sets,  asked  me  to  step  out  in  front 
of  the  stage  and  he  told  the 
crowd,  “Can  you  believe  that 
this  is  a guy!”  The  crowd 
applauded  loudly,  and  in  doing 
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so,  a dream  came  true  for  me.  It 
might  have  been  TOO  good 
though.  I got  comments  from 
people  like,  “Have  you  ever 
thought  of  doing  this  profes- 
sionally?’’, “Are  those  clothes 
from  your  own  wardrobe?”,  and 
“You  carry  yourself  really  well 
in  heels.  Have  you  had 
practice?”  I guess  some  of  those 
comments  are  inevitable. 
Anyway,  the  evening  was 
topped  off  by  winning  the 
costume  contest  and  getting  hit 
on  for  dates  by  two  different 
guys  who  didn't  know  I was  also 
a guy.  All  in  all,  my  greatest 
“dressed  experience”  out  in 
public! 

Q:  Are  you  a member  of  any  TV 
organizations,  Janet'? 

A:  Yes,  but  only  one.  Tri-Ess. 
Right  now,  due  to  my  busy 
schedule  participating  in  several 
organizations  is  not  possible, 
but  as  my  schedule  relaxes  I plan 
on  joining  more.  If  you're  serious 
about  dressing,  these  groups  can 
be  a great  help. 

Q:  Where  do  you  shop? 

Acquiring  attractive,  fashion- 
able outfits  and  accessories,  at 
regular  prices,  is  always  a bit  of 
a problem.  Of  course  you're  in  a 
good  size  range,  which  helps. 

A:  I used  to  shop  the  mail  order 
catalogues,  like  Wards,  Sears, 
Spiegel  and  others,  but  the 
clothes  were  never  very  good,  so 
I started  shopping  in  the  smarter 
shops  in  the  local  malls.  About 
25%  of  the  time  Tm  dressed  when 
I shop.  If  I'm  not  dressed  I just 
get  in  the  frame  of  mind  of,  “I 
just  don't  give  a damn  what 
people  think  about  me!”  Of 
course  I still  get  loads  of  mail 
order  catalogues  and  fashion 
magazines  for  new  wardrobe 
ideas. 

Q:  Do  you  make  any  of  your  own 
clothes,  or  have  them  made? 


A:  I don't  make  anything  for 
myself.  I don't  sew.  But  I have 
someone  locally  who  makes 
things  for  me  when  I need  a 
specific  item  and  I can't  find  it  in 
stores.  I can  usually  wear  most 
things  off  the  rack  though,  so  I 
don't  have  a great  need  for 
special  made  outfits. 

Q:  Do  you  have  any  special 
methods  for  make  up  or  hair  that 
helps  you  to  look  so  good? 

A:  Thank  you.  No,  not  really.  I 
just  take  the  same  steps  that  any 
girl  would  take,  but  with  just  a 
little  extra  precaution  to  disguise 
male  traits. 

Q:  Have  you  had  any  make  up 
training?  You  have  an  excellent 
hand.  Subtle  and  real.  Not 
gaudy. 

Q:  I've  had  a couple  of  make  up 
lessons  from  Menelo  Norman 
Studios  and  a few  from  Cinema 
Secrets  Studio  in  Burbank.  I 
read  a good  bit  on  make  up 
artistry,  there's  a lot  of 
information  in  print  about  it, 
and  then  of  course,  practice, 
practice,  practice. 

Q:  What  about  body  and  facial 
hair? 


A:  Right  now  my  legs,  arms  and 
the  top  of  my  chest  are  shaved. 
No  one  has  ever  noticed  that  I 
shave  my\arms  and  I'm  usually 
wearing  long  pants  when  I'm 
not  dressed,  so  no  one  sees  my 
legs.  I'm  undergoing  electrolysis 
for  my  beard,  which  is  quite  dark 
and  heavy. 

Q:  Electrolysis.  Really? 

A:  I'm  about  70  hours  into  the 
treatments.  I tried  every  beard 
cover  around  and  nothing 
worked  well  enough.  It  either 
covered  the  beard,  but  looked 
like  troweled  plaster,  or  the  make 
up  was  light  and  natural  but  my 
beard  showed  right  through.  My 
beard  was  very  heavy.  Since  I 
never  liked  it  much  anyway  the 
time  came  to  get  rid  of  it.  It'll 
take  about  250  hours  to  complete 
the  treatment  over  the  next  two 
years. 

Q:  What  do  you  do  about 

foundationing?  By  that  I mean 
figure  foundationing? 

A:  For  my  hips  and  fanny  I wear 
moulded  pads  inside  a full  panty 
girdle.  I got  my  figure  pads 
through  Tri-Ess.  They  can  be 
gotten  lots  of  places,  but  some 


are  not  good  looking  at  all.  For 
instance,  the  Frederick's 
padding  is  not  good. 

For  a bust  I wear  a regular  C 
cup  brassiere,  insert  regular 
foam  liner  pads,  back  it  up  with  a 
wadded  sock  and  then  fill  in  the 
top  with  bits  of  foam,  as  needed, 
to  contour  the  breast  shape 
nicely  and  naturally.  I tried  all 
the  different  options,  air  bags, 
rice,  etc.,  but  I'm  happy  with  my 
method  and  the  result  is  natural 
looking  and  comfortable. 

Q:  Some  TVs  occasionally  have 
difficulty  balancing  their  male 
and  female  personnas.  Do  you  ? 

A:  Not  really.  When  I'm  not 
dressed  I act  just  like  any  regular 
guy.  When  I'm  dressed  I act  very 
feminine.  Sometimes  as  a guy 
I'll  catch  myself  in  an  occasional 
feminine  mannerism,  but  I don't 
think  you  could  call  that  a 
difficulty.  Balancing  two 
lifestyles  can  get  a bit  expensive 
though.  I'm  sure  a lot  of  other 
TVs  can  attest  to  that.  I spend 
next  to  nothing  on  male  clothes, 
but  I've  spent  over  $5,000.00  on 
my  female  wardrobe  and 
accessories. 

Q:  Comments,  either  positive  or 
negative,  are  inevitable, 
especially  if  you  dress  in  public. 
What  sort  of  comments  do  you 
get  and  how  do  you  handle 
them? 

A:  -The  negative  comments 
really  don't  bother  me  any  more. 
I just  look  at  that  person  as 
someone  showing  their 
ignorance.  Life  is  too  short  to 
worry  about  the  narrow 
thinking  of  a few  people.  On  the 
other  hand,  I have  received  quite 
a few  positive  comments, 
especially  from  ladies.  On  a few 
occasions  I have  been  out  to  a 
nightclub  and  certain  young 
ladies  express  a great 
fascination  for  how  good  I look. 
That's  very  flattering,  as  you 
can  well  imagine.

Recently  I was 
invited  to  appear  on  the 
Donahue  show.  I have  also 
done  local  radio  tailk  shows. 
I will  try  to  answer  any  and 
all  questions  as  openly  and 
honestly  as  1 possibly  can. 
So,  here  goes! 


Dear  JoAnn, 

I was  walking  past  a 
cosmetics  counter  the 
other  day  and  I noticed 
several  bottles  of  pastel 
colored  liquids.  What  are 
they  and  how  are  they 
used?

Dear  Robin, 

You  were  fortunate  to 
notice  these  items  as  most 
cosmetics  counters  don't 
always  display  them.  What 
you  saw  were  Color  Correc- 
tors. These  are  opaque 
primers  used  before  apply- 
ing foundation  and  are 
meant  to  correct  or  conceal 
minor  skin  imperfections. 
They  usually  come  in  three 
tints:  lavender  to  warm  a 
sallow  complexion,  mint 
green  to  tone  down  a ruddy 
complexion  and  peach  to 
brighten  a pale  complex- 
ion. Some  companies  add 
the  tint  with  a moisturizer, 
such  as  Revlon's  Ultima  II 
Undermakeup  Moisture 
Lotion.  The  right  color  cor- 
rector and  a high  coverage 
foundation  can  be  a very  ef- 
fective beard  cover. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

How  do  I know  what 
size  woman's  shoe  to  buy? 
I wear  a man's  size  eleven. 
Judy  A.,  CA. 

Dear  Judy, 

First  of  all,  your  foot  is 
wider  than  a female's,  so 
you  have  to  compensate  for 
width  as  well  as  size.  If  you 
find  a shoe  you  like  in  a 
wide  style  then  add  one  full 


size  to  your  male  shoe  size. 
If  the  shoe  only  comes  in 
medium  (B  widtii)  then  add 
one  and  a half  sizes.  So,  for 
you,  try  a 12W  or  a 12 1/2B. 
However,  don't  expect  to 
find  anything  over  a size  10 
at  a regular  shoe  store.  You 
will  have  to  use  mailorder 
(Check  the  listings  in  the 
Resources  article  in  this 
issue). 

Dear  JoAnn, 

Because  of  my  job,  I 
can't  shave  my  legs,  but  I 
love  to  wear  skirts  and 
stockings.  Is  there  any 
way  to  hide  the  hair  on  my 
legs?

Dear  Vicki, 

Don't  despair!  Try  this 
trick.  Start  with  a pair  of 
beige  or  nude  opaque 
tights.  Make  sure  they  have 
a cotton  crotch.  Cut  out  a 
portion  of  the  crotch  from 
the  front  to  the  middle  and 
then  put  them  on.  Use 
stockings  that  are  dark, 
such  as  coffee  or  jet  black 
and  put  these  on  over  the 
tights.  Dark  patterned  hose 
are  even  better.  This  will 
work  very  well  for  evening. 
It  is  not  very  workable  for 
daytime  and  can  be  very 
warm  in  the  summertime. 
No  one  said  it  was  easy 
being  pretty! 

Dear  JoAnn, 

My  makeup  seems 
pasty  and  always  comes 
off  on  my  clothes.  What 
am  I doing  wrong? 
Jennifer  P.,  NJ. 
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Dear  Jennifer, 

There  are  several  possi- 
bilities. 1 suspect  that  you 
are  not  using  a moisturizer 
under  your  makeup.  This  is 
the  reason  that  it  looks 
pasty.  A moisturizer  seals 
the  skin  and  provides  a 
smooth  surface  so  foun- 
dation can  be  applied 
smoothly  and  evenly. 
Choose  a moisturizer  that 
is  formulated  for  your  skin 
type,  normal,  oily  or  dry. 
Next,  I'll  bet  that  you  are 
not  setting  your  base  with 
powder.  The  use  of  loose, 
translucent  powder  will  set 
your  makeup  and  help 
prevent  it  from  coming  off 
on  your  clothes.  Apply  it 
with  a large  puff  and  dust 
off  the  excess  with  a good 
powder  brush. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

How  can  I create  a bust 
or  at  least  the  illusion  of  a 
bust?  I want  to  wear  a low 
cut  dress  to  a TV  party, 
but  it  doesn't  look  right 
without  cleavage.

Dear  Karen, 

You  can  create  a very 
effective  bust  illusion  but  it 
takes  time  and  practice,  so 
don't  wait  until  the  night  of 
the  party  to  try  this.  You 
will  need  1"  wide  vented 
surgical  tape  and  either 
athletic  sports  tape  or 
moleskin  with  adhesive 
backing.  I've  used  both.  All 
the  tapes  are  available  in  a 
drug  store.  After  shaving 
your  chest  area,  you  must 
clean  any  soap  or  fra- 


grance residue  from  the 
area  with  rubbing  alcohol. 
Tear  off  four  strips  of  the 
surgical  tape,  about  2" 
long.  Place  two  strips  each 
under  one  nipple  so  that 
you  have  a patch  of  tape 
that  is  now  2"  by  2".  Repeat 
on  the  other  nipple.  Make 
sure  you  apply  the  tape 
from  the  center  out  toward 
your  underarm.  These 
pieces  provide  a base  for 
the  next  step  and  if  applied 
correctly,  will  prevent  your 
skin  from  tearing.  Next,  cut 
a piece  of  sport  tape  or 
moleskin  1 " wide  and  about 
8"  long.  Here  comes  the 
tricky  part!  With  both 
hands,  pull  the  nipples 
toward  each  other  and 
upward,  forming  a cleft  of 
skin.  Hold  this  with  one 
hand  and  with  the  other 
begin  appl3dng  the  large 
tape  from  the  center  of  the 
chest  out  over  the  small 
tape  patches  and  beyond. 
(It  really  helps  if  you  have  a 
partner  do  this  step!)  It  is 
very  important  to  work 
from  the  center  outwards  to 
prevent  skin  damage.  It  is 
also  advised  that  you  do 
this  as  the  next  to  last  step 
before  getting  dressed.  Any 
contortions  you  might  per- 
form can  dislodge  all  your 
efforts.  Add  some  dark 
contour  in  the  cleft  and  put 
some  highlight  on  the  tops 
of  your  new  bosom  and 
you'll  have  great  looking 
breasts. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

No  matter  how  much  I 
try,  I can  never  seem  to  get 


my  blusher  to  look  right!  I 
always  feel  like  I am  wear- 
ing a clown  face.  Help! 
Cindy  T.,  CA. 

Dear  Cindy, 

1 wouldn't  feel  to  badly 
about  this.  Blusher  is 
tricky  to  apply  and  most 
GGs  don't  get  it  right  either! 
First,  you  find  the  right 
location  for  your  face. 
Imagine  a pair  of  lines  at 
right  angles.  One  is  cen- 
tered on  the  pupil  of  your 
eye  and  extends  down  your 
cheek.  The  other  extends 
from  the  base  of  your  nose 
out-ward,  across  the  same 
cheek.  Never  apply  blush- 
er inside  those  lines.  Apply 
it  high  and  outside.  Use  a 
long  handled  brush;  not 
the  dinky  one  that  comes  in 
the  compact.  You'll  never 
have  control  with  the  little 
one.  Then,  never  go  directly 
from  compact  to  your  face. 
The  color  will  be  too  in- 
tense. Always  skim  some 
color  off  on  a piece  of  paper 
or  the  back  of  your  hand, 
then  put  it  on  your  face. 
This  way  you  can  build  the 
color  gradually.  Last,  al- 
ways blend  away  any  sharp 
lines  with  a sponge.  You  are 
trying  to  achieve  the  effect 
of  a rosy  glow. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

I want  a Victorian, 
wasp-waist  corset.  Where 
can  I get  one  and  what 
size  should  I get?  My 
waist  is  a 30".

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Dear  Rlionda, 

Several  TV  boutiques 
carr\'  these  corsets  (see  the 
listing  in  the  Resource  ar- 
ticle). As  for  size,  there  is 
the  Discipline  school  of 
thought  that  says  buy  a 
corset  at  least  6",  or  more, 
smaller  than  your  natural 
waist.  If  you  follow  this  line 
of  thought,  it  will  take  you  a 
while  to  train  your  waist. 
Then,  there  is  the  Comfort 
school  of  thought,  which  I 
adhere  to,  that  says  go  no 
smaller  than  4"  less  than 
your  waist.  This  will  take 
much  less  getting  used  to 
and  you  will  probably  be 
able  to  wear  it  for  hours  on 
end.  Bear  in  mind  that  an 
off-the-shelf  corset  may  not 
fit  you  properly  since  they 
are  designed  for  women 
and  not  men.  It  will  likely  be 
too  short.  You  can  have  a 
corset  custom  made  to  your 
proportion  by  B&R  Crea- 
tions, Box  4201,  Mt.  View, 
CA.,  94040. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

I don't  want  to  pluck 
my  eyebrows,  but  then  my 
eye  makeup  doesn't  look 
right  when  I'm  dressed. 
Any  ideas?

Dear  Terri, 

There  are  a couple  of 
ways  to  approach  this 
problem,  but  the  idea  is  to 
raise  the  brow  away  from 
the  eye,  especially  at  the 
outer  ends.  The  first 
method  employs  a head- 
band.  Put  the  band  over 
your  head  and  set  it  in  the 


back.  Place  the  front  just 
over  your  brows.  Gently 
and  evenly  push  the  band 
upward  to  your  forehead. 
This  should  raise  your 
brows.  The  second  method 
uses  plastic  surgical  tape. 
Do  this  before  you  begin 
your  makeup.  Clean  your 
fore-head  with  alcohol. 
Then,  cut  two  strips  of  tape 
a quarter-inch  wide  and  2 
to  3"  long.  Position  one  end 
of  a strip  just  over  the  outer 
end  of  one  brow  and  press 
down  firmly.  Pull  the  other 
end  up  into  your  hairline 
and  press  down  over  the 
whole  length.  Repeat  on  the 
other  side.  Now  cover  the 
tape  with  your  foundation 
and  style  your  hair  or  wig  so 
the  tape  doesn't  show. 
Experiment  with  the  loca- 
tion of  the  tape  until  you 
find  the  look  that  is  right  for 
you. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

I recently  took  some 
photos  of  myself  with  a 
flash  camera  and  my  face 
looked  blue!  I've  noticed 
this  before  in  other  pho- 
tos. Is  it  the  film  or  my 
makeup?

Dear  Jane, 

The  blue  color  is  the 
flash  reflecting  off  your 
base.  I'll  bet  you're  using 
Clown  White  grease  paint 
under  a light  foundation  to 
hide  your  beard  shadow. 
This  is  a very  common  ef- 
fect. There  is  no  need  to  use 
Clown  White  grease  paint 
anymore.  There  are  several 


products  that  will  effect- 
ively hide  your  beard 
shadow.  The  lightest  of 
these,  yet  giving  very  good 
coverage,  is  Continuous 
Coverage  by  Clinique. 
Other  products,  with  even 
greater  hiding  power  are 
Lydia  O'Leary's  Cover- 
mark,  DermaBlend  and 
Recover.  These  last  three 
products  are  made  for 
women  and  men  with  seri- 
ous skin  blemishes,  like 
birthmarks.  When  applied 
properly,  they  will  hide  all 
but  the  most  dense,  dark 
beards. 

Dear  JoAnn, 

Are  these  press-on 
nails  any  good?  I had  a 
terrible  time  with  the 
glue-on  type  and  I don't 
want  to  grow  my  own. 
L3nin  T.,  LA. 

Dear  L}mn, 

Yes,  the  press-on  nails 
really  work.  Even  though  I 
normally  paint  my  own 
nails,  there  are  times  when 
I find  it  expedient  to  use  the 
press-on  t}q)e  and  I have 
been  pleased  with  the  re- 
sults. You  will  probably 
have  to  buy  two  sets  to  get 
ten  that  fit  all  your  nails. 
Also,  buy  extra  tapes  and 
use  double  tapes  on  each 
nail  to  ensure  they  don't 
accidentally  fall  off.  You 
can  paint  them  yourself  or 
get  them  already  colored. 
Stay  away  from  instant 
glue  nails.  It  has  been 
found  that  the  instant  glue 
damages  the  nail  bed.  I 
ruined  a nail  using  this 
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stuff,  and  it  took  over  a year 
for  it  to  grow  baek  eorreetly!

Any  advice  on  using 
the  Ladies'  Room  when 
out  in  public?

Yes,  don't!  I don't  un- 
derstand the  faseination 
with  the  Ladies'  Room,  but 
unless  you  pass  flawlessly. 
I'd  stay  out  of  them.  If  you 
are  "read"  and  someone 
makes  a eomplaint,  there 
are  any  number  of  publie 
nuisanee  laws  that  eould 
be  invoked  by  the  authori- 
ties. Then  you  will  have  the 
embarrassment  and  the 
hassle  of  a eourt  appear- 
ance. I just  don't  feel  that  it 
is  worth  the  risk.  However 
in  an  emergency,  look  for  a 
place  that  only  has  one 
restroom  or  one  that  is  not 
busy.  Play  it  safe!

Imagine  an  entire  city,  and  its 
population,  given  up  to  utter 
celebration!  Imagine  everyone, 
or  almost  everyone,  abandoning 
inhibitions,  donning  costumes 
and  partying  wildly  in  the 
streets!  Imagine  an  environment 
where  dressing  as  you  wish  is 
not  just  accepted,  it's  expected! 
Well  imagine  no  longer.  It's  real! 
It's  Mardi  Gras! 

Mardi  Gras,  America's  biggest 
blow  out,  lasts  for  approxi- 
mately two  weeks.  Beginning 
timidly,  it  builds  daily  into  a 
wild  celebration  of  parades  and 
parties  throughout  the  city  of 
New  Orleans  until  its  magnifi- 
cent climax  on  Fat  Tuesday.  It's 
wild  and  raucus  and  wonderful. 
It's  a sight  not  only  to  behold, 
but  to  be  part  of! 

I could  mention  a good  bit  of 
the  history  of  Mardi  Gras,  but  to 
what  end?

As  it  pertains  to  crossdressing, 
Mardi  Gras  is  the  Pearly  Gates 
and  Fat  'fuesday  is  Heaven 
itself!  Boys  will  be  girls,  men  will 
be  women  and  the  un-initiated 
will  be  confused.  At  high  noon 
on  Fat  Tuesday  the  Miss 
Bourbon  Street  Contest  takes 
place,  and  the  judging  is  a sight 
to  behold.  You  might  say  that 
Miss  Bourbon  Street  is  the  gay 
community's  version  of  Queen 
For  A Day!  The  contest  is  lavish 
and  the  crowd  is  a happy  mix  of 
both  gay  and  straight.  You're 
likely  to  see  a trio  of  leathermen 
standing  alongside  a tourist 
couple  from  Sheboygan,  all  of 
them  intent  on  the  show.  The 
imagination  and  skill  that  goes 
into  most  of  the  costumes  is 
incomparable.  But  the  contest  is 
not  strictly  limited  to 
crossdressing.  In  fact  this  year's 
winners  were  a duo  magnifi- 
cently dressed  as  good  and  evil, 
in  dramatic  blue  and  red.  Most 
though  are  in  feminine  guise  and 
some  of  the  notable  runner-ups 
included  a plumed  Las  Vegas 
showgirl,  Marie  Antoinette  with 
chaperone,  and  even  a Little 
Miss  Muffet  look  alike. 

As  magnificent  as  the  contest 
is,  the  real  show  is  on  the  streets 
that  surround  it.

Therefore, 
when  you  write  them  asking  for  information,  please  include  a legal  size  envelope,  with 
your  name  and  address  and  put  sufficient  postage  on  the  envelope.  Remember  that 
most  people  are  not  handwriting  analysts;  so  print  legibly  or  type  your  request.  If  you 
are  sending  for  a catalog,  use  a money  order  where  possible.  Personal  checks  take  time 
to  clear  and  will  only  delay  your  order.  It  is  not  a good  idea  to  send  cash,  not  because 
of  the  people  you  are  sending  it  to,  but  because  it  can  disappear  before  it  gets  to  them. 

If  you  are  receiving  mail  from  a contact  ad,  have  the  courtesy  to  answer  everyone  who 
writes  to  you,  even  if  it  is  just  to  say  "No  Thanks!".  And  don't  be  surprised  when  people 
you  write  to,  don't  reply.  That's  just  the  way  life  is  in  this  community.  A little

How  many  times  have  you 
looked  in  the  mirror,  pleased,  but 
not  entirely  satisfied.  What  is  it? 
I depilitorized  just  this  morning! 
My  seams  are  straight!  My  wig 
looks  dynamite!  This  butter-soft 
leather  skirt  and  silk  top  set  me 
back  a bundle  through  the  Sak's 
mail  order  catalogue!  Since  my 
makeup  classes  I can  show  Way 
Bandy  a thing  or  two!  My 
padding's  all  in  the  right  places 
and  my  new  breast  forms  look 
natural  as  hell!  My  legs  look  like 
a million  in  these  new  open-toed 
pumps!  Damn!  What's  wrong?! 

Sound  familiar?  It  can  be  very 
frustrating  to  know  that  you've 
gone  to  great  lengths  to  look 
your  best,  only  to  have  the 
mirror  tell  you  that  something's 
missing.  Actually  girls, 
something  isn't  missing  . . . and 
it  should  be.  Your  waist!  You  can 
build  up  hips  and  fanny  with 
padding,  create  a natural  bosom 
with  all  manner  of  tricks, 
disguise  too-wide  shoulders  with 
the  cut  of  your  frock,  but  your 
waist  just  sits  there  looking 
masculine  as  a bulging  bicep. 
Certainly  not  every  genetic 
female  carries  around  a 36-24-36, 
there's  thick-waisted  women  too, 
but  face  it,  they  have  a different 
cut  to  their  anatomical  gib  and 
in  order  for  us  to  compete  we've 
got  to  do  a little  adjustment.

Corsetry  is  an  age  old  method 
of  nipping  the  waist  and 
emphasizing  the  hips  and 
bosom.  It  can  also  do  wonders 
for  posture.  You  don't 
necessarily  have  to  “train”  in  a 
corset,  like  Victorian  women  did, 
just  to  get  the  effect  of  a small 
waist.  Occasional  wear  can  take 
off  those  two  or  three  inches 
around  your  middle  that  is  the 
difference  between  Audrey 
Hepburn  and  Dick  Butkus.  Well . 
. . almost. 

There  are  plus  and  minus 
aspects  to  corset  wearing.  On  the 
down  side,  a proper  corset  is 
extremely  rigid,  having  boning 
pocketed  within,  and  easy 
movement  is  difficult.  They  can 
be  hot  and  itchy  if  the  weather  is 
summer-ish.  They  can  cause 
physical  discomfort  if  you  lace  it 
too  tight,  for  too  long.  It  also 
usually  takes  an  extra  pair  of 
hands  to  get  you  laced  up 
properly.  On  the  up  side,  corsets 
do  improve  your  posture.  They 
make  you  stand,  sit,  and  act 
more  ladylike.  They  are  sensual 
and  exciting  to  wear  in  that  they 
are  the  trappings  of  womanhood 
in  its  most  extreme,  and  that  can 
be  a nice  feeling.  Most 
importantly,  a corset  can  take 
that  “straight-up-and-down” 
waist  of  yours  and  turn  it  into  a 
thin  and  delicate  wisp  of  its 
former  self! 

You  weigh  the  odds  and  decide 
for  yourself.  I find  them 
invaluable  in  creating  a 
wonderfully  feminine  profile 
and  I have  quite  a few  in  my 
wardrobe.  And  because  of  them 
it's  a “cinch”  to  have  the  waist 
I've  always  wanted!
